I confess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
dissstrous retrogression of the past, I am 
puzzled to account forthe long con inuance 
of a political system, to which is tracenxble go 
much uomixed eviloa system containing 
within itseif such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered It the abstract, might 
bave been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner. Nor indeed is this all. It 
will be the duty of fature legislators, in 
their post mortem. examination of the late 
government to fearlo-sly probe the vomplicat- 
ed disorders which paved.» way for its foul 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
commanity bas suffered politica ilis so pari- 
ently as the people of British Colum:ia. Tue 
amount of malxdmivisttation, and the extra- 
ordinary anture of official aggrandigement is 
perfecityastuucdivg, A nore @ | rabe ‘ollec’ 
tion of despotic follies can baruly be imagiord, 
We bave seen public servants voting their 
own salaries, fixing: their own pensions, 
defying public opinion, :nd pursuing with 
studied malevolence, the popu.ar :epresent: « 
tives. We bave seen mere ndveniurer:, 
employed as envoys eutrosted with important 
8 ute secrets--advei.turers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the yroplebave never trusted 
and have loug suspected—créatures who are 
to British Columbians what) thé ~ hateful 
Ciandinus were to the Ancient Romana nny, 
to crown thi humiliating drama,a perverse 
and apparently Benseless superior authority 
reveite them with fulsome.fatiery, and ap- 
plause and preferment is showered upon 
theie heeds in proportion tu the mischief 
thatthey tiave done. 

The singularly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregnant with 
msteuction ad warning, «nd «ffurds to every 
reflecting mind numerous and important les- 
sons, The time appears appropriate for 
turning such lessons to account by improve- 
ments at once expedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize only bult the danger 
which these events indicate, ‘who cee in them 
only official usurpation on the yne band, anc 
determined opposition on the other. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that ,gross. legislation and extrene 
agitation are inseperably connected 
—that each ig the blood reijation of the other. 
Nay more; the danger indicated is to be 
apprehended by placiug great powers in the 
hands of-our governors without being secured 
by immediate not remote, certain not dubious 
constitutional laws that those power shall vot 
be abused. 

It will hardly be dispated by men of can- 
done aud po ab thet there are certain 
requisites i necessary to the 
security and efficiency of all just goveraments 
the most important of which I believe to be, 
freedom and secarity against wroeg. Now | 
think you will readily admit that most 
civilized governmenis have succeeded pretty 
well in securing the people against wrong 
from each other; bat to secare them by 'aws 
against wroog from the government itself, i 
& problem of a far more difficult sort, whieb 
few nations since the commencement of gov- 
ernments have attempted to solve. But it is 
® problem apon the rolution of which nds 
the freedom and security of every existing 
Bation against oppression and jacklation, and 
which from its importance commends iise [to 
the anxious and impartial consideration of ali 
men who are desirous of roudering permanent 
service to mankind 

That it is not the bnsiness of those who 
govern to compel public opigion to follow 
them. bot that it is their duty to follow pub- 
lic opinion, is a canon of my political creed. 
Unfortunately the prac:ice of those who have 
governed this colony, bas been, both by 
precept and exainple to think differently, bat 
the day is not far-distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of jastice and of reason shall 
be verified,—when the uvjust and bartarous 
laws which disfranchised so many intelligent 
and wortby citizens shall exist only aa evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and gordid ignorance 
of those from whom they emanated,—when 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the’ promotion, of arts and 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil'and religious liberty, 

I earnestly trust that with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Responsibie 
Guvernment oof popular represent» tiqes may 
ro far ighore local issues as to faitbtully and 
permanently reform the bad  legisia- 
tion of the past, wnd by a comprehensive and 
liberal policy, inaugurate a new era ip our 
politicalthistory abd indure the prosperity aud 
happiness of all.
